taken, “ Servke,” the replied ; * I am prepared,” " But 
it is the intereft of your country that commands you to 
{peok."’ She aniwered, ** my country cannot command 
me to ou'rage the facred laws of nature ” 

Her dignuy end firmnefs aved-even the members of the 
Revolutionary Committee, and 2 noble a€ion for once pra- 
wailed over their {pint of defolating cruelty.

Never was the public mind more agitated, nor was 
greater iatereft ever made to fave ihe life of eny criminal 
than for the unfortunate Bellamy ; his crimes however pro- 
ved, upon inveftigation too many for mercy to interfere. 
He acknowledged to have committed @ number of forge- 
ries, and, what is not a little fingular, was an Officer on 
Guard whea the two Shears were executed during the late 
rebellion, at the wery place he fuffered, 

Bellamy, on the morning of his execution, made a re- 
queft to be drawn up from the door of the prifon, under 
an idea of more imumediaic death; this was however refu- 
fed, the fell from the grating being thought lefs painful ;
